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ESIDENT’S 


DEATH S SHADOW 
STILL HOVERING. 


Mrs. M McKinley Gains Remarkably 
During the Day, But is Not Y ol 
Out of All Danger. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

San FRANCISCO, May 16.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 

The day opened with most alarming reports re- 
garding the condition of Mrs. McKinley, and for a 
time her death was expected any minute. As the day 
wore on these. reports were intensified, but about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon it was announced that the pa- 
1| tient was showing slight improvement and had rallied 


considerably. 


The bulletin given out be Secretary Cortelyou at 
5 o’clock said there was marked im provement. Four 
hours later the last bulletin for the night was given 
out, saying that her condition was such that the con- 
| Sulting phyeiciane had gone to their homes and Dr. 
Rixey had retired, leaving the patient in charge of a 
nurse. Mrs. McKinley was reported as being much 
stronger and showing such improvement that the 
hopes of every one in the house were revived. ) 

Just how much this improvement means for the 


patient no one can tell. 


The doctors, who have been 


constantly at her bedside for the past two days, will 
not express anything stronger than the hope that she 
will recover pufficiently to admit of her removal to her 
home, and they do not add to this hope any full ex- 


pression of confidence. 


The gain this morning was not a gain in strength 
to anything like the normal, but simply a recovery 
from the terrible depression, amounting almost. to 
death itself, that was sapping the life of the patient. | Son, 
“|The” recovery was of that deceptive nature which 
results from the prolonged use of strong stimulation. 
It was the response rather of nerve force to the effect 
of medical irritation than of the physical body to the 
return of vitality. This condition was exemplified in 
the President’s own words in responsé to the inquiry 


of a friend: 


“She is showing more strength, under the 


effect of strong stimulants,” was his sorrowful remark.

Should 
any morning pass without this sinking, 
then there would be something on 
which to base g prophecy of a return 
to health. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.—Mrs. 
McKinley is in the valley of the shadow 
of death, and may pass away at any 
moment. This morning, shortly before 
fawn, she sank rapidiy, and it was 
feared that she would die before re- 
el-rau.ves cou.d be aaministered. The 
new treatment for low vitality, sait 
solution injections, was administered to 
Mrs. McKinley, and she responded to 
the treatment. 

During the day Mrs. McKinley im- 
proved to such an extent that hope of 
her recovery, slight though it was, re- 
vived. But her life hangs by a thread. 
She has taken no solid food since she 
reached here Sunday, and the physi- 
cians do not believe she could survive 
another sinking spell such as she ex- 
perienced this morning. She suffers 
little, and bears up bravely. During her 
periods of consciousness today her 
mind has been clear. The President 
is constantly at her bedside, and, al- 
though worn by his long vigil, is stand. 
ing the awful strain with remarkable 
fortitude. Every banquet and public 
function planned in his honor here has 
been abandoned, and the whole city 
with heavy heart is watching Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s battle for life. If the end 
should come, the President and his 
Cabinet will be ready to start back 
with the remains within twenty-four 
hours. The train which brought them 
here will be used on the return trip, 
and all the arrangements have been 
made to go back by the shortest route, 
the Central and Union Pacific to Chi- 
cago, and thence via the Pennsyl- 
vania to Washington. 

If Mrs. McKinley improves it is not 
believed that she will be able to travel 
before a week from the coming Mon- 
day. All the members of the Cabinet, 
with the possible exception of Secre- 
tary Long, will remain here to the 
end. The latter’s daughter is very ill 
at Colorado Springs, and he is bia si 
apprehensive that he may be 
there at any time. 

STORY OF THE DAY.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 16.—During 
the long,. weary watches of the night, 
the President did not leave Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s bedside. Shortly before mid- 
wine when Drs. Hirschfelder and Gib- 

depatted, and Dr. Rixey lay, 
down for a litt there. was 
that her life would be spared. Ar 
the President had watched the doc- 
tors’ faces, and had scanned the de- 
meanor of the nurses for a sign of 
encouragement, and they had urged 
him not to despair. Mrs. McKinley 
bad appreciably rallied during the 
early hours of the night, and at 10 
o'clock was soymuch better that the 
President had gone in next door to 
show himself for a few minutes at a 
little reception which was being held 
there. 

After midnight, for hours, there was 
no sign of life in the @cott mansion 
except the night lamp Dberning low 
in Mrs. McKinley's room. The fog 
had drifted in with the coming of the 
sea wind, and the city lay swathed 
in ft as in a shroud. ‘At 5 o’clock this 
morning, the police patrolling on tip- 
toe outside and the little group of 
rpewspaper watchers on the corner op- 
posite, saw a stir in the house. Lights 
flickered here and there, a carriage 
with rubber tires rolled swiftly up to 
the door out of the gloom, and Dr. 
Hirschfelder alighted. The word was 
whispered that Mrs. McKinley was 
sinking. For a time it was thought 
she was dying, but powerful artificia! 
beart stimulants revived her slightly. 

When daylight came, the doctors held 
another consultation, and the news of 
was 


he gave no word of encouragement. 
With it went formal notification that 
all engagements for the remainder of 
the Presidént’s stay in San Francisco 
were canceled. The President no 
longer had the heart to hold out false 
bope that he would be able to attend 
any of the functions arranged here in 
his honor. The honors of the world 
were as nothing to him now. His 
only thought wes for the wife who 
was hovering between life and dea 

He directed that al) of Mrs. McKinley's 
relatives be advised of the extremely 
critical character of her illness, and 
steeled himself for the worst, 

‘In the city, the bulletire at the 
newepaper offices announcing that the 
festivities of the week were abandoned 
fell like a, pall upon the multitude. 
Not until then was it fully realized 
that Mrs. McKinley was at death's 
door. Only a feeling of deepest sym- 
pathy for the head of the nation, 
watching his wife battle for her life, 
prevailed. Joy was turned to sadness. 
‘The people no longer waited the Pres- 
ident's coming. Their voices were 
hushed, and they stood in groups on 
the streets discussing the brief, but 
pregnant tidings from the sick room. 
The flags and banners ail 
seemed a mockery in the presence of 
the dying wife of the Chief Executive 
of the country. The various commit- 
tees In charge of the entertainments 
hurried abroad, issuing bulletins that 
everything had been abandoned out 
of respect to the President. 

Meantime, the air of death itself 
pervaded the Scott residence. Servants 
flitted about like shadows. Messenger 
boys, with telegrams and cab'es from 
all parts of the 4vorld, inquiring for 
news of Mrs. McKinley's condition, 
passed in endiess stream to the door, 
which opened noiselessly at their ap- 
proach. The President could not be 
persuaded to leave the sick room, and 
he remained there constantly with 
the doctors and nurses, seemingly in- 
capable of fatigue.

Citizens in a Frenzy 
of Excitement.

LBANY (N. Y.) May 16.—One man 
A killed, two other men fatally 
wounded, hundreds of others with, 
broken bones and cut faces, cars run- 
ning merely as arsénals, with no pa- 
trons, the city under martial rule, ‘wigh 
its citizens in a frenzy of excitement 
and the city authorities and leaders of 
the -strike trying to get the railway 
company to come to an amicable set- 
tlement, was the situation when dark- 
ness put an end to the strife growing 
out of the street-car strike tonight. 

WILLIAM WALSH, a en was 
killed. 

The fatally injured are: 

LEROY SMITH, a merchant, shot 
by National Guardsmen. 

_ WILLIAM MARSHALL, a non-union 
motormon, skull fractured. 

Others most seriously injured are: 

GEORGE BOOZE, citizen, cheek 
ripped open by bayonet. 

WILLIAM ROONEY, citizen, shot 
by National Guardsman. 

GILBERT HALL, non-union motor- 
man, injured by mob. 

The bloodshed came after a day of 
peace. From early morning the crowds 
had meltea away before bayonets and 
shotguns; cars had been operated un- 
der guards, and there was an impres- 
sion that the spirit of turbulence was 
waning. There had been some minor 

in Nort®¥: 
not a sot fired, 
and as the day thé running of 
cars attracted little attention. 

‘The volley’ fired on Broadway by a 
squad of Twenty-third Infantrymen, in 
which Leroy Smith and William Walsh, 
well-known citizens, fell mortal y 
wounded, changed all that. It stirred 
anew the feeling of hatred as the ex- 
cited tidings swept through the city, 
and the guardsmen were bitterly de- 
nounced. Neither of the men had been 
guilty of an offense, but were caught 
in a crowd, some member of which 
had stoned the guardsmen, and by 
mischance were hit. The d’sturbance 
was not a serious one, and murder is 
the title applied by the inflamed public 
sentiment to the shooting. The guards- 
‘men seem but to have followed their 
orders, for they were under orders to 
shoot if assaulted. | 

The bright prospect of a settlement 
of the strike hag not served to allay 
the growth of vindictive feeling, and if 
the present situation continues, acts of 
bitter revenge and violence may be ex- 
pected. 4 

It was on the last run of the so!- 
diers on the cars that the tragedy of 
the day occurred. The cars were on 
Broadway, moving northward, and a 
constantly-swelling crowd was gath- 
ered about Union station. The first 
of the workday folk had been released 
by the whistles that sounded through 
the manufacturing district, a they 
were pouring into. the crowd. Near 
Columbia street a truck blocked the 
way of the car, and, urged on by the 
crowd, the driver refused to move on 
as rapidly as desired. Someone in the 
crowd threw a stone, but it went wide. 
of its mark. The crowd was noisy, and 
there was much confusion. The car 
finally moved forward into the next 
block and another stone was hurled 
at it. There was a sharp command, 
and as the car slowed down, four shote 
were fired from it. 

Leroy Smith lounged on the steps of 
‘nis store; William Walsh, his business 
neighbor from across the street, Was 

his immediate companion, and a small 
crowd hung about near them. It wes 
into this- crowd that the went 
fired at a range of less than twenty 
feet. Smith and Walsh were both shot 
in the abdomen, and fell where they 
stood. A third man, William Rooney, 
was slightly hurt by a glancing bullet. 
Some of the guards stepped from the 
ear. The startled crowd fell back at 
the first shot, and a moment later the 
guards sprang aboard the car and were 
rapidly wheeled from the scene, Smith 
and Walsh were hurried away to hos- 
pitals for surgical care, and*® an angry 
crowd swarmed in the street to curse 

denounce the guardsmen.

Smith is a member of the shoe manu- 
facturing firm of Smith & Herrick, and 
a citizen of wealth, respectability and 
prominence. He is a member of the 
Albany Club and a whistplayer of na- 
tional reputation. He is 50 years old 
and hes a family. Walsh was the 
head of a plumbing house and well 
known in business les. Neither 
man had part other than that of spec- 
tators in the demonstration that pro- 
voked the shooting. The remainder of 
the cars made the run to North Albany 
and back without trouble, and when 
they reached the Quail-street barn were 
housed for the night. When the cars 
were all in, the guarcs in the street 
were recalied.

Burglars Carted Off the 
 Postoffice Safeand 
Rifled It.

It was then wheeled 
three blocks away through 
empty lots, to a point near the 
Santa Fe tracks. A hole waa 
bored over the lock and the 
door of the safe was blown 
open with dypamite. The in- 
ner steel plate was emashed 
intoa semicircle with a sledge 
hammer. Many Kern resi- 
denis were awakened by the 
explosion and the noise of the 
hammer. 

The Sheriff ie at work on the 
case. postal authorities 
have also been notified. The 
advisability of purchasing a 
more substantial safe for the 
postoffice has frequently been 
discussed, but no action had 
been taken.

Mise Barber, Mrs. McKinley's niece, 
had remained at the Scott residence 
all night, and Mr. and Mrs. Morse, 
nephew and niece, respectively, of Mrs. 
McKinley, were summoned eatly this 
morning. Below stairs, the . members 
of the Cabinet, Postmaster-General 
Smith, Secretary Hay, Secretary 
Hitchcock and Secretary Wilson were 
ossembled. 

From time to time, Secrefary Cor- 
telyou, who has had entire charge of 
everything throughout the entire or- 
deal of the last few days, and who 
has been up almost continuously, 
came down to keep them informed of 
the developments. 

Mrs. McKinley suffered little. She 
lay practically in a stupor, and the 
doctors said there was no pain. Ev- 
eryone at the residence realized that 
she was in the shadow of the valley, 
and that it would require almost a 
miracle to save her. 

At 11 o'clock the physicians held an- 
other consultation. “No better.” was 
the statement they issued. Privately 
they shook their heads. Mrs. McKin- 
ley had. no reserve strength to call 
upon. She had taken practically no 
nourishment for several days, but 
even with everything against her, 
they said there was still,a bare chance 
for her to survive. 

AS THE DAY PROGRESSED. 

As the day progressed there was a 
noticeable improvement {n Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley’s condition, and a distinct re- 
vival of hope in the minds of the 
anxious watchers at her bedside. Her 
mind cleared, and she asked the Presi- 
dent about the ladies of the Cabinet 
and how they were enjoying them- 
selves. She expressed a desire that 
her illness should not be allowed ‘to in- 
terfere with their pleasure. Miss 
Hitchcock and Miss Wilson, who were 
in the next room at the time, were 
summoned, and she greeted them with 
a faint smile. 

During the progress of luncheon, 


Secretary Hitchcock took with the 
President, Miss Barber came down- 
stairs and told the small company that 
Mrs. McKinley had just asked for 
chicken and coffee, saying she was 
ties? of the Hquid nourishment which 
the docwrs were giving her. This evi- 
dence of her reviving strength was 
considered extremely gratifying. and 
for a time the little company was al- 
most exultant. Perhaps, however, the 
hope they felt was disproporticnate to 
the slight grounds upon whith it was 
based. The doctors, of course, were 
compelled to refuse Mrs. McKinley 
solid food. For two days they have 
only been able to give her beef tea and 
brandy, together with the other stim- 
ulants for her enfeebled heart action. 
Nitro-glycerine and the most powerful 
stimulants known to the medical pro- 
fession have been resorted to. 

About 2:30 o’clock this afternoon the 
President decided to go out for a walk, 
and, accompanied by the Postmaster- 
General and the Secretary of the In- 
terior, he strolled through the neigh- 
boring streets, returning the respectful 
salutations which were met with from 
all who recognized him, and once or 
twice he stopped to shake hands with 
those who stepped up and requested 
that privilege.. 

Upon his return to the hotse he 
cheerily told a group of newspaper 
men assembled there that Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was holding her own. During 
the afternoon the President expressed 
the opinion that the public was en- 
titled to specific information regarding 
the nature of Mrs. McKinley's illness 
and the treatment she was receiving. 
Up to that time the bulletins issued at 
intervais since yesterday had been of 
the briefest and most vague character, 
and the public was largely in the dark 
as to the character of the trouble 
ich had brought her to death's door., 
It was the President's distinct request 
that a signed statement should be pre- 
pared by the physicians and given to 
the press. At 9 o'clock tonight it had 
not been issued, but was expected later. 
The ladies of the Cabinet, also took ad- 
vantage of the slight improvement in 
Mrs. McKinley's condition to go for a 
short drive during the afternoon. 

All day long Lafayette Park, oppo- 
site the Scott residence, was filled with 
crowds of people, not drawn thither so 
much by curiosity as by an eager de- 
sire for direct news from the sick 
room. Their profound sorrow was ap- 
parent from the silent and respectful 
way in which they obeyed the injunc- 
tions of the police to keep back be- 
yond the coping of the road which runs 
through the center of the park. Al- 
though fully 150 yards from the’ house, 
many of them spoke in whispers. Late 
in the afternoon a little girl with an 
armfu] of flowers braved the bluecoats 
and ascended the steps. The butler 
opened the door. 

''“T brought these for Mrs. McKinley,” 
she lisped. ‘“‘We are so sorry. I hope 
she will be better soon.” Then she 
handed over the flowers and slipped 


away. 

Secretary Hay is utterly worn out by 
the strain of the last few days and the 
fatigue of the long journey across the 
continent, and rested in his room in 
the hotel all day. Mrs. Hay, who was 
at the Scott residence, kept him fre- 
quently advised of the developments 
there. 

At 9 oclock tonight all was quiet 
around the Scott house. About 200 peo. 
ple were assembled in Lafayette 
Square, awaiting developments. There 


‘was a feeling of relief when Secretary 


Cortelyou summoned the press repre- 
sentatives and gave to them the bulle- 
tin announcing that the physicians de- 
eclared her condition was decidedly im- 
proved since morning, and that their 
patient was resting well at that hour. 

A large detail of police was on duty 
keeping pedestrians and teams from 
approaching near the house. Inside 
the house two telegraph operators are 
kept busy answering the President's 
correspondence. Outside in the park a 
telephone booth is being erected to fa- 
cilitate communication between the 
different newspapers and their repre- 
sentatives stationed outside the house. 

Bishop Nichols of the Episcopal 
Church was one of the visitors at the 
Scott mansion this afternoon. He spent 
some time with Mrs. McKinley, and as 
he left the house the seriousness of 
his expression was commented upon 
by the waiting crowd. The bishop said 
he had found Mrs. McKinley in a very 
low condition, but the physicians in- 
formed him that they had not relin- 
quished hope of her recovery. His visit 
was informal, as Mrs. McKinley and

been successfully placed in operation, 
and then adds: “It is by leng odds the 
largest establishment of its kind in the 
world. It contains fourteen steel ore 
tanks, each of which will hold 600 tons 
of tailings. The companys’ metallur- 
gist expects to hold the mineral seven 
days in association with the cyanide 
solution, so that two tanks will be 

and filled every twenty-four 
hours. The material to be treated has 
an average value of $1.50 per ton. It 
is believed that 75 to 85 per cent. of this 
can be recovered. If so, the plant will 
yield in the vicinity of $1500 per day 
gross.”

CAREFUL observer of crop con- 

ditions, srys the grain crop on 

Baldwin's ranch, near Puente, and 
other lands adjacent, is the heaviesi 
but one that has ever been produced 
in that locality. I drove all over that 
section one day this week in search of 
Russian thistle, and had a fine oppor- 
tunity to observe the thousands of 
acres of growing wheat lying between 
the fruit orchards of Covina and the 
hills south of Puente. It is a sight to 


per | do the eyes good to see these magnifi- 


cent flelds of wheat just blossoming 
and now practically mace, for the ex- 
igencies of cereal crops in California 
‘are few, after they reach the present 
stage of development. I would sug- 
gest a drive out to the eastern end of 
| Baldwin's ranch, on the Los Ahgeles 
and Pomona road, to one who would 
enjoy the beauty of waving gtain 
again in the almost limitless vista seen 
80 often in the Dakotas. The  iate- 
sown barley in that valley is looking 
well, and scarcely a field is seen that 
will not produce a hay crop from fair 
to abundant. This is a springtime in 
Southern California which brings to 
an outing the flavor of new-mown hay, 
the odor of wild flowers and the color 
of ideal landscape. 

The Power of Insects. = 

Caterpillars often stop. great rall- 
road trains by crawling along the trons 
ro thickly that the driving wheels of 
the engines slip around, as though the 
tracks were oiled. There are cases 
en record where caterpillars coverej 
the rails and the ties an inch deep. 
It is safe to say that the adjacent fot- 
ests were defoliated for miles on each 
side of the road, and that every liv- 
ing plant had felt the influence of 
this devastating army. 

The gypsy moth has been a power in 
least in the . delibera- 
tions of the Massachusetts “House of 
Representatives in general court as- 
sembled,” as that State prefaces all its 
legisiation.- For years this moth has 
been the subject of debate, the object 
of destructive enactment, the recip- 
jent of expensive appropriation, and 
th: cause of much profanity, and yet 
it is not subdued. 

We read of devastating swarms of 
locusts and appliances for preventing 
their incubation: of the visitations of 
mosquitoes, frogs, files, fleas and a 
hundred other pestiferous inflictions 
from the kingdom of insects, but do 
not always consider, we of California, 
that these pests have other means of 
stopping the wheels of commerce and 
bringing loss and annoyance to man- 
kind—other means than that of physi- 
eal contact with us. 

There are varieties of scale which, 
if left unchecked, bave the means of 
tying up refricerator cars, making the 
whirl of the locomotive wheels les» fre- 
quent, and bringing the farm wagen 
wheels rolling less often to town. Be- 
ware of these pests, for they have al- 
ready gotten the better of more than 
one community In Southern California. 
More than one citrus-growing section 
shall have to return to alfalfa if the 
land owners do not take advantage of 
the weapons before them to combat 
these scale pests. While the ineects 
may form a powerful combine against 
progress, they may be slaughtered in 
billions, and the combine destroyed. 
Every community should be on the alert 
against these infectuous insects, and 
bring their work to naught before the 
strength of the pests becomes well nigh 
irresistible. 

Board Mecting.. 

The Horticultural Commission of Los 
Angeles County meets every Saturday 
at 10 a.m. All who may have business 
requiring the attention of the whole 
board may always find the members 
a'l present at that time. Room 43, on 
the fourth floor of the Courthouse has 
been set aside by the Supervisors for 
the exclusive use of the farmers of this 
county. The room has been supplied 
with tables, chairs, specimen cabinets 
and all the conveniences necessary for 
the proper conducting of the affairs of 
the commission. On next Monday after- 
noon the seating capacity of the new 
office will be used for the first time 
by an assembly of city nurserymen. 
The board has sent a written request 
to every nurseryman in Los Angeles to 
be present to consider important mat- 
ters relating tothe tree bitsiness. The 
meeting is not private, and all are in- 
vited who have the best interests of 
the fruit grower in view. ver 
policy may be adopted at this méect- 
ing, its action will be published in this 
department next week. Commission- 
ers Strong and Robinson are engaged 
this week in the inspection of the out- 
side nurseries, and their report will be 
filed with the secretary as soon as th> 
work is completed. 


No Purple Scale. 

A slight error occurred in the loca- 
tion of the purple scale in referring to 
the work of F. K. Maskew at Long 
Beach. The scale was found in an or- 
chard several miles this side of Long 
Beach. The growers in the locality of 
the city by the sea take great pride in 


‘| the cleanliness of their orchards, and

Go not wish to intimate that orange 
growing at Redlands is not as profita- 
ble as it is at any other point. It is 
profitable there, and the people of that 
city are fortunate in having such splen- 
aid conditions of goll and scenery, as 
well as of enterprise, not altogether 
arising from profitable fruit growing. 
However, it would not be possible, in 
the limited time at command, to im- 
press the distinguished visitors with 
the fact that the citrus-fruit growers 
have advanced through the most try- 
ing difficulties that ever beset pioneer 
effort. But I hope the party received 
an intimation, at least, that there is a 
dark side to the citrus-fruit business 
which appears in the limitless toil of 
production, the weary waiting for re- 
sults, and the acute disappointments 
that often arise from cguses beyond the 
control of man. 


- 
A Tropical Exhibit. 

Have you seen that beautiful coliec- 
tion of pineapples, bananas, @c., on 
exhibition in a window on North Spring 
street? The pineapples are as fine as 
any ever offered for sale in this town. 
The fruit was grown at Hollywood. 
To get such results on the Atlantic 
Coast the grower must go far to the 
southward. Los Angeles and Wiiming- 
ton are near the 35th parallel. The 
safety belt for pineapples in Florida 
is many hundred miles south of Wiil- 
mington, at least far south of the 36th 
parallel. Four hundred miles differ- 
ence in latitude is required to give 
Florida the climate enjoyed by the Ca- 
muenga Valley, where the Spring-street 
display originated. And now a Florida 
agricultural paper is advising the far- 
mers of the peninsular State to pro- 
vide themselves with protective sheds 
under which to grow pines, while Mr. 
Rapp of Hollywood is growing the fruit 
in the open air, without protection even 
in the coolest weather. The cultivation 
of pineapples in Los Angeles county 
has been proven successful and profit- 
able by the Cahuenga growers. 


Robbing thé Farmer. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson was 
robbed of a valuable jewel while taking 
in the sights of the Angel City. What 
could he have done to endear himself 
more to the hearts of the farmers than 
to get into a crush and let a smooth 
rascal: go through his vest pockets and 
extract everything able they con- 
tained? It is “touching” scenes like 
this that make the whole world of 
farmers akin, and the good Secretary 
could have stood for nothing else to 
increase his popularity so thoroughly 
as this little incident has done. It en- 
titles him to full felléwship with his 
agricultural friends, even as becoming 
a Buffalo permits a man to class him- 
self with the other victims who had 
paid 11 cents or more for the experi- 
ences and privileges of that order. It 
does not take away the force of the co- 
incidence to know that the farmer is 
seldom robbed without due process of 
law, for it is a historic joke that of the 
countryman’s being buncoed every time 
he ventdres into the city to take in the 
strange sights of metropolitan life, and: 
Secretary Wilson has willingly sacri- 
ficed himself to the perpetuation of the 
ancient pleasantry. No preceding Sec- 
retary of Agriculture has presented 
such exhaustive or valuable reports as 
are those of the present Secretary, and 
if he should preface the year book of 
1901 with a complete account of this 
adventure with a California thief, the 
farmers of the country would file the 
book with their most Interesting ar- 
chives. The only thing that epoils the 
effect of the incident is that Mr. Wil- 
son pointed out the light-fingered gent, 
and the latter was arrested. This fea- 
ture of the case could be omitted, 
bowever, in the introductory remarks 
on the first page of the annual. The 
Secretary is the farmer’s friend, and 
is doing a great work in scientific and 
practical farming. The Horticulturai 
Commission has about fifty of the later 
year books on hand for general distri- 
bution. The year book for 1900 is now 
on the press and will soon be ready-for 
distribution. 

Fruit Growers’ Meetings, | 

Last Monday the Hort!cultural Com- 
missioners visited Downey, Rivera and 
Whittier upon a tour of observation. 
and to arrange with the citrve-frult 
gropvers for meetings to consider the 
question of making a general attack 
upon the purple scale. It was agreed 
that a conference between the boari 
and the growers should be held at 
Downey on the 22nd of May, at 10 a.m., 
and another at Rivera the same day at 
2 o'clock In the afternoon. The board 
found the orchardists thoroughly 
alarmed at the situation now confront- 
ing them, and ready to take strong 
measures to rid their fine groves 
from the destructive pests. As 
I intimated last week, al thee 
miles of infection, reaching from the 
southeast corner of Los Angeles city 
to East Whittier, came from one im- 
portation of Florida nursery stock. At 
any rate the scale is there in a’ arm- 
ing numbers, and the growers are get- 
ting tired of its presence. 

The horticultural board is very much 
encouraged at the spirit in which its 
plans and suggestions are received. The 
secretary is sending a written request 
to every citrus-fruit grower on the 
west side of the river to meet either 
at Downey or Whittier t> take euch 
steps as they may determine upon, un- 
Ger direction of the board. 

While driving through this magnif- 
cent country I saw some of the finest 
walnut groves upon the face of the 
earth—at least if my ideal of a perfect. 
walnut orchard has been formed in ac- 
cordance with the facts. Everywhere 
these splendid trees are growing, with 
a spread of bough reaching 100 fe-t in 
diameter in many instances, the groves 
as free from weeds and as finely cul- 
tivated as are the citrus orchards of 
the best localities. Evidence of pros- 
perity is everywhere seen, and all 
the growers seem to devote the Lighest 
skill to the cultivation of this popular 


crop was only fair in quality, but the 
trees look so vigorous that they will 
produce walnuts of the best s'ze and 
quality. To those who have never seen 
the English walnut in all its glory and 
perfection, a drive through Rivera and 
the region over toward Downey 
would be an experience well worth the 
time it would require. 

Redeeming Promises. | 

The arbitrary ection of the Trans- 
continental Association two years ago, 
in increasing the minimum carloads of 
citrus and deciduous fruits 2000 pounds, 
aroused deep resentment among the 
fruit growers all over the State. .The 
managers of the great lines seem liabie 
to overwhelm the shippers of green 
fruit with kindness. The traffic man- 
agers and even the railroad presidents 
have shown a deep interest in the fruit 
shipping, and it seems a genuine de- 
termination to give to the ihdustry a 
better service all around. The latest 
development is the announcement of a 
restoration of the old minimum of 24,- 
000 pounds upon carload lots of fresh 
deciduous fruits. The citrus-fruit 
growers may hope to be treated like- 
wise, and that will remove one gréat 
cause of dissatisfaction from the field 
in this part of the State. In connection 
with this subject, it is intetesting to 
know that the Interstate Commérce 
Commission is working on its de- 
cision regarding the points brought be- 
fore it over a year ago by the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange and the 
Consolidated Fruit Shippers’ Associa- 
tion. The decision is promised in about 
one month. The following letter ex- 
plains the action of the transconti- 
nental bureau: 

R. D. Stephens. Chairman Fruit 
Growers’ and Shippers’ Transportation 
Committee, Sacramento—Dear’ Sir: 
Referring to the memorial of the com- 
mittee appointed by the last fruit 
growers’ convention, which held its 
session in Pioneer Hall, this city, last 
December. With respect to page 10 
thereof, which deals with the 26,000- 
pound minimum carload, which hither- 
to bas been the requirement, on and 
after July 1, on transcontinental ship- 
ments of deciduous fruits, I beg to 
advise that in deference to the wishes 
of the shippers, as expressed by your 
committe2 the Transcontinental Freight 
Bureau has decided to reduce the mini- 
mum carload weight to 24,000 pounds, 
so that for th» season now opening 24,- 
000 pounds will be the requirement.

Barren Absurdities. 

It is not often we get the laugh upon 
that most excellent of all the Atlantic 
horticultural publications, the Florida 
Agriculturist, but here is the cause in 
all ite richness: 

“A.i varieties of the navel, of which 
there are twelve or fourteen, are only 
curiosities in this State on account of 
their habit of shy bearing. The navel 
is a curiosity iteelf, the same as. the 
pineapple, each of them being the in- 
stance of the centra! axis prolonged 
through and beyond the fruit. In the 
navel it produces a second miniature 
orange, in the pineapple a second plant. 
A branch sometimes attempts to pro- 
ceed in this way from the apex of a 
pear; occasionally it does this on top of 
a pine cone. Inarose a branch from 
the center of the fower sometimes pro- 
duces a second rose; and again a weak 
branch will be terminated by another 
weak bud. A similar phenomenon is 
seen in a stalk of corn where kernels 
are found on the tassel. The high 
quality of the navel is not due to the 
fact that two oranges are rolled into 
one; on the contrary, the freakishness 
which produces this miniature second 
orange is a result of that superior qual- 
ity which has been developed to thé 
point of seedlessnes: and barrenness. 
Rose and Thistle. 

The Horticultural Commission has re- 
ceived two distinct plants, both under 
the name of Russian thistle. The one 
from Antelope Valley was sent in by 
J. L. Lansing, and grows in a large- 
sized, spherical form, sometimes many 
feet in diameter. This is the weed 
that created such a panic there among 
the farmers. five years ago. The other 
specimen is from Artesia, and is not 
over one foot in height, but both agree 
in spiny persistence among the crops 
cf their respective localities. Another 
plant received by mail from Puente is 
clearly not of the saltwort type. It is 
the thorny cocklebur, and grows s0 
rankly in that locality that the farm- 
ers tell me they have to drag it down 
with a team of horses hitched to each 
end of a railroad iron 
get their teams in 
their fall plowing. 

The dispute was upon the identity of 
the two first-named plants—as 
which is the real Salsola Kali tragus. 
Supervisor Hanley said the weed 
rounded familiar, t the nameé looked 
very strange. The other Supervisors 
relognized the name but were to mod- 
est to speak it. The Horticultural 
Commissioners did not know it on 
sight and gave it up, name and all, 
claiming they were unacquainted with 
the Russian language. Commissioner 
Robinson finally carried the specimens 
to M’ss Palmer, the botanist of the 
High School, who fas since kindly sent 
in a statement that the Artesia plant 
is the genuine “Russian thistle’’—the 
real Salso'a Kali tragus, as: Supervisor 
Hanley would put it aside and not try 
to say it. At any rate, the Supervisors 
drew up an ordinance providing for 
the destruction of noxious weeds. The 
Horticultural Commission has can- 
vassed almost the entire county in 
locating the dangerous thistle and wi.) 
no doubt be directed by the Supervisors 
to take radical measures for its ex- 
termination. The two varieties in hand

HE PLATT AMENDMENT. ~ 

Recent advices from Havana indi- 
cate that the Cuban Constitutional 
Convention will in all probability ac- 
qui ce in the Piatt amendment, so- 
called. A majority of the Committee 
on Resolutions, of that body, at a 
meeting held on Wednesday, voted in 
favor of such action. The resolution 
adopted by the committee recited that 
owing to the explanations made by 
Secretary Root to the commission, “we 
advise the constitutional convention 
to accept the Platt amendment as a 
basis for future treaties with the 
United States.” 

While it is sald that a majority of 
the convention favors the acceptance 
of the Platt amendment, there is con- 
siderable opposition on the part of the 
minority. Sefiore Gomez and Silvela 
are strongly opposed to the adoption 
of the resolution, and it is said that 
Sefior Gomez interprets the explana- 
tions of Secretary Root as “an admis- 
sion that the United States will change 
the Platt amendment if the Cubans 
insist upon it; that clauses will be 
added guaranteeing the absolute inde- 
pendence of Cuba; that the third 
clauee will be stricken out, as the Mon- 
roe doctrine provides for intervention 
should this be necessary; and that 
coaling stations used for coa! shall 
not be ‘used for naval stations.” 

If Sefior Gomez places any such in- 
terpretation upon the explanations of 
Secretary Root, he is making a funda- 
mental mistake, which shows that he 
has only an imperfect understanding 
of the functions and limitations of the 
great codrdinate branches of the Amer- 
ican government. If he were more 
familiar with the subject he would 
understand that the Secretary of War, 
who fis an executive officer, has no 


power to promise or “admit” that the 


United States “will change the Piatt 
amendment if the Cubans insist upon 
it.” Not even the President has power 


to make such a promise. Only the 


legislative branch of the government, 
which adopted the Platt amendment, 
ean modify or repeal it. 

As to “the absolute independence of 
Cuba,” it is virtually promised in the 
Platt amendment, in other resolutions 
adopted by Congress, and in the utter- 
ances of the President on the subject. 
It is admitted that Cuba needs and 
must have the protection of the United 
States if her nationality is to be main- 
tained No government can have “ab- 
solute independence” so long as ft is 
obliged to depend upon another power 
to maintain its separate national ex- 
istence. But our government is pledged 
to give the government of Cuba en- 


‘tirely Into the hands of Cubans so 


soon as it shall be made apparent 
that it is safe to do so. There ts 
neither desire nor intention on the 
part of the American people to curtail 
or invade the rights, privileges or im- 
munities of the Cubans. They ought 
by this time—in-view of the unparal- 
leled sacrifices which we have made in 
their behalf—to understand and ap- 
preciate this fact. 

If the Cubans are wise they will ac- 
quiesce with as little delay as possible 
in the terms of the Platt amendment.

In the year 1801 there were in the 
United States two hundred newspapers, 
of which seventeen were dailies.. New 
England had sixty-five newspapers and 
the Middle States had -seventy-four.

EARLY GLORIES OF TAMMANY. 


The first part of the century re- 
sounded with the glories of St. Tam- 
many, and newspapers of Maryland, 
Pennsylwania and New York contain 
frequent notices of Tammany meet- 
ings and parades. .The name is £0 as- 
sociated today with New York and 
New York politics that many forget 
that he was nota New York sachem, 
nor did his honors begin in New York. 
He was first chosen as a patron by the 
Pennsylvania troops under Washing- 
ton’s command; soon his fame spread. 
Forts were named for him, and the ist 
day of May, chosen as his birthday, 
was celebrated as such a festival that 
in 1810 Gen. Dearborn, Secretary of 
War, forbade any further festivities, 
believing that théy fostered drunken- 
ness and debauchery. 

Tammany’s popularity was not con- 
fined to the army. ts sung his 
age oe plays were written on his life. 
n all the Southern and Middle States 
were Tammany societies. The charter 
of the New York society describes it 
simply as a charitable association: it 
gave .substantial aid to the needy; 
started a museum of natural history: 
rescued the bones of the prison-ship 
martyrs of the revolution from igno- 
minious exposure when they chanced 
to be thrown by the waves on the 
shore of Wallabout Bay. The society 
gave those bones the most spectacular 
and singular funeral ever seen in this 
country. The popularity of Tammany 
arose from its sotial attractiveness. 
There were almost no clubs and as- 
sembly rooms, as our secret societies 
have nowadays, and Tammany meet- 
ings afforded a cheerful resort. The 
poet Halleck wrote:

AT LONG BEACH. 


PETITION ASKING FOR CALLING OF 
_ ANOTHER ELECTION. 


Proposition te Have Two Saloons 
With Plate-glass Fronts, No Chairs or 
Tables and No Side or Rear Rooms.
